(5) A Director of Indian Iron & Steel Co. Ltd. 

(6) A Director of Tata Iron & Steel Co. Ltd, 

(7) A Director of National Coal Development Corporation. 

(8) Three representatives of the Joint Working Committee of the Coal 

Industry. 

(9) A Director of the State Trading Corporation. 

(10) A Director of the National Mineral Development Corporation, 

(11) A Director of Bird & Co. (Private) Ltd 

(12) Coal Controller, Government of India. 

(13) Iron & Steel Controller, Government of India; and 

(14) An officer of the Ministry of Steel, Mines & Fuel in the Department 

of Iron & Steel—Member Secretary, 

2. The Committee will continuously study and advise Government on prob¬ 
lems, short term as well as long term relating to the production, supply and 
movement of coal, iron ore and other raw materials for the steel industry.
